pressed that I think It must be true. 


Appointment Must Be .Sound. 


"Now, 
to return to the law that is

"The state Is now rent by political 


factions. There is not an able lawyer 
who tloes not belong to one of these 
factions. Any man who has not Iden- 
tified himself with one Bide or an- 
other In the Important Issues now 
ponding would not be a good Ameri- 
can or a good judge. 


"On this subject, however, this la 


the capital .matter and which I want 
to omphasine.!.! Tnc fact that a mau 
belongs to one political faction ought 
not to entitle him to bo appointed. 
Neither ought the fact that he be- 
longs to another political faction, dis- 
entitle him to be appointed. 


'.'We will all agree that the office 


IB not political patronage, but can vfi 
step-to a higher level and say that 
the fact that a man belongs to a cer- 
tain political faction does not disen- 
title him to be selected for federal 
judge? That sttrply is something we 
ought to go apart from our passions 
and think over, and see where the 
truth lies. Political factions have no 
more to do with this than religious 
denominations. The appointee will be 
In office for life 
He will be serving 


the people of this district, and If h» 
Is an able man, the people of the 
whole country, long after he is un- 
able to remember what faction he he- 
longed to in 1921. 


"The bar association is urging thar 


a list of 5 or 10 lawyers l«j selected 
by the executive committee of the 
North Dakota State Bar association 
and that the president be urged to se- 
lect the appointee from tne list. 


"If that list is fairly prepared it 


will be helpful, but if the names on 
the list are confined to any faction 
that will be clear proof that It dught
